ple has undoubtedly been that thogo farmers who, from force of clrcum- 
stanees, were compelled to rush their wheat to market were the losers 
thereby, while the man who could afford to hold it and watch the market 
stood to gain. \ 

Practical and experienced farmers have become not only critical but 
rather resentful of wrilers in newspapers who essay the task of advising 
them what to do and what not to do. Arm chair farmers, like arm chair 
military strategists. are not popular, nor do they carry much weight, and 
possibly rightly so when they attempt to deal with practical farming prob- 
Jems. But in the matter of the marketing of wheat, men who never plowed 
a furrow or sowed an acre in their lives, but who have studied the question 
of marketing, the fluctuations of prices, and the harvest seasons around the 
world, are well qualified to speak in reply to the question at the head of 
this article. ‘'lhey are certainly in just as good a position to express an 
opinion in regard to it as any practical farmer, and possibly in a much better 
position to do so intelligently. 

Of course, no hard and fast rule can be laid down because conditions vary 
from one year to another and circumstances arise beyond the control of mere 
mortals which upset any and all calculations and defy previous experience. 
Yor example, the man who sold wheat immediately following the outbreak 
of war in 1914 was tho loser by so doing. It is, therefore, only possible 
to arrive ag an intelligent answer to the question whether it pays the farm- 
er to hold his wheat after harvest by taking the average run of prices over 
a period of normal years. ; ~ 

The Federal Beserve Bank of Minneapolis has recently issued a set of 
most interesting charts, ono of which ‘secks to throw some light on the ques- 
tion. Ono palr of charts shows the variations in prices on the Chicago and 
Minneapolis markets covering the 45-year period from 1876 to 1920; another 
shows the monthly range of cash wheat prices in Minneapolls during the last 
ten years, whilo a fourth chart, dealing with the normal pre-war years of 
1968 to 1913, shows whether*a farmer stood to gain or lose by holding or sell- 
ing his wheat as indicated by the Chicago prices which prevailed from month 
to month throughout this ten-year period. _ 

Taking the August price in each year as a basis, the chart in question 
shows the fluctuations in price above or below the August price in the suc- 
ceeding months until August again camo round. “ The chart reveals the 
‘amazing fact that in only 25 months out of the 120 in this ten-year period 
would it have paid the farmer to hold his wheat as compared with selling 
at the August price. In other words, in 95 months out of tho 120 there was 
a loss by selling wheat at other than the August price. On the average 
every month showed a loss, and these losses vary from about five cents to 
fourtecn cents a bushel. It is furthor pointed out that if September prices, 
instead of August, had ‘been selected as the basis for making the compari- 
son the conclusions would not bo changed. ; 

This highly interesting chart, based as {t is on authoritative figures from 
oificlal records, shows that by selling in September instead of August 
throughout these ten ycars the farmer would havo sustained an average loss 
of 5.1 cents per bushel; selling in October instead of August his average loss 
would have been 7.2 cents per bushle; selling in November the loss would 
have been 12.3 cents; in December 18 cents; in January 18.8; in February 
12.8 cents; in March 13.6 cents; in April 14.1 cents; in May 12.7 cents; in 
June 10.7 cents; and in July 9.1 cents. 

In arriving at these figures allowance has, of course, been madé for the 
cost of storage, shrinkage in weight, and interest charges, but a farmer 

- dJiolding his wheat must pay all these, and ho cannot, therefore, merely com- 
pare actual market prices at the time of harvest with the price quoted three 
or six months later, 

Selling promptly in the fall of every year appears, therefore, to yield the 
farmer the best average price, judging by the experience of these-ten normal 
pre-war years, In some years, of course, he would gain by holding his 
wheat, but these are the exceptional years and not the rule. In fact, his 
chances of loss through holding instead of prompt selling in the fall ap- 
pear to be about four to one.

“We, therefore, send you herewith

in one way or another—whether by 
death in action, from: ‘wounds or 
from disease, or by being wounded or 
taken prisoner. This is surely a very 
terrible proportion, and shows how 
and to what a dreadful extent the 
modern wars of nations have increas- 


ed the casualties among those taking 


part in them, while the sacrifice also 
falls most heavily upon the very pick 
of the manhood of the opposing 
peoples.

-for the winter, some remaining in the 
district to trap furs. This year there 
were about 30 prospectors at work, 
in addition to the men of the mining 
companies who were engaged in min- 
ing operations with machinery, and 
consequently on a larger scale. 

There fs placer gold and platinum 
to be had, states Mr. Sherwood, and 
even using the crude methods of the 
ayerage prospector, the experienced 
men were able to make wages, but it 
is a country in which a greenhorn 
can readily starve to death. 

About 200 Indians hunt in the vicin- 
ity of the Forks, these natives being 
of the Siccanni nation, and not a very 
high type of aboriginal.

{work on any entomological problem 
{that required development from time 
to time, but in addition to this he had 
to undertake a large amount of exten- 
sion work, by correspondence with the 
farmers aud by personal visits to the 
infested areas, and being unalded {g 
was practically impossible for him to 
keep in touch with all the outbreaks 
(that might take place in outlying dis- 
\ tricts.

grasshopper plague was the 
real awakening in this Province of an 
interest {n entomology as a subject 
for serlous study, and not as a minor 
adjunct of the other branches of ag: 
riculture. ‘The problems of the en- 
tomologist are not confined to the.

realm of veterinary and medical ento- 
mology thore are urgent demands for 
scientists equipped with the neces- 
sary tratning to investigate Injurious 
species of insects that are detrimen- 
tal to stock and human welfare. - It 
was not surprising that during the 
grasshopper plague that the Provin- 
cflal Department of Agriculture could 
not find in the Province a trained field 
assistant in entomology. Al{fiough 1 
spealt without authority I am suro 
that if It could be plainly shown that 
there {s a need for an extension of 
entomological teaching, the University 
will submit the question to its sym- 
pathetic consideration because this 
lack of trained entomologists is a 
i problem that not only affects Saskat- 
chewan but affects the country at 
large. Ih addition to purely cultural 
subjects «the trained entomologist

There will be no change in the 
Farmers’ platform for the coming 
federal election, This was a deci- 
sion reached at a session of the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture, 
which met recently in Winnipeg. 

The Farmers platform, built in 
1918, and revised in part at the 
last session of the Council, will 
stand unchanged. 

The platform of the Canadian 
Council of Agriculture is based 
on a substantial all-round reduc- 
tion of the customs tariff; free 
trade with Great Britain within § 
years ; the reciprocity agreement 
with the United States, and the 
placing of all foodstuffs not in- 
cluded in the agreement on the 
free list, with agricultural imple- 
ments, farm machinery used in 
their manufacture, 

The taxation plank includes a 
direct tax on unimproved land 
values, including all natural re- 
sources, a graduated inheritance 
tax on large estates, and an in- 
come tax on the profits of corpor- 
ations.
